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THE “CHANGARNIER” CRISIS. 


Tue word “crisis” has been so often misemployed, especially with 
regard to French affairs, as to have lost much of its significance. 
There have, in fact, been so many alleged crises which have turned 
out to be no crises at all, that the world is loth to believe in a new 
one. Yet, the events of the last week in Paris have, in reality, de- 
served the name. Whether the crisis be really at an end at the 


time at which we write, it is impossible to say; but, pending or, 


completed, the circumstances which preceded and must follow it 
will necessarily occupy @ prominent place hereafter in the page of 
French history. 

Since the observations were penned which appeared upon the 
subject in our last week’s publication, the President has sueceeded 
in forming a Ministry, and that Ministry have supported him in 
dismissing General Changarnier from his dangerous command, 
The General has been as coolly superseded as if he had been a cor- 
poral, and Paris has rather enjoyed than resented his disgrace. 
Contrary to the expectations that were in all probability enter- 
tained by that large party of politicians forming the majority of 
the Assembly, who have no confidence in one another, or 
in the Republic whose faithful servants they have sworn to 
be; the public opinion of the capital, and, as far as it is yet 
known, of the provinces, has supported Louis Napoleon. 
‘Though claiming to be the friends of order, the members of the 
Parliamentary majority have allowed their hatred of the Revolution, 
and their jealousy of the President, to betray them into a position 
the very opposite of that which they desired to hold; and they 
stand before the country convicted in the most palpable manner of 
a series of gross political blunders. Louis Napoleon, who, on the 
contrary, has made no secret of the fact, that he has no respect for 
that article of the Constitution which forbidshis own re-election, has 
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letter and its spirit, and has greatly strengthened his previous position. 
‘The temperate manner in which he has upheld the dignity of his 
office has procured him many new friends, without the sacrifice of 
any old ones ; and, in the merely personal matter of his ambition 
to make himself Consul, Emperor, or President for life, he has 
gained an advantage over all his opponents, very sensibly 
diminished the chances of a Legitimate pos Orleanist restora- 
tion, and deferred sine die the realization the daily diminishing 
hopes of all other aspirants to the Presidential chair. 

But as if it were not enough for the Assembly to be placed 
in one dilemma, it has rushed into a second. It might have 
been thought that such cool heads as those of M. Thiers and M. de 
Remusat might have been of better service to it. Having been 
shown to be in the wrong, in setting itself up as a power irrespon- 
sible to the country that elected it, and unnecessarily, as well as 
injudiciously, hostile to the President and the Executive Government, 
it should have had wisdom enough to refrain from making 
bad worse. But its first step, after its defeat, has still further tended 
to diminish the confidence of men of business, and of that politically 
colourless, but large body of shopkeepers and traders of France, who 
consider a full till the best of blessings, and who long for a firm and 
orderly Government, whatever be its principles, as the surest means 
of attaining it. That class of persons, instead of seeing in the 
Assembly the upholder of the law, sees in it an unruly party, a 
violent knot of intriguers, who would rather indulge in political re- 
venge than assure the repose of the country. Aeting under the 
influence of irritated feeling against the President and his Ministers 
for an act which, it must be remembered, was as strictly legal and 
constitutional as it was imperatively necessary, it has, by a large ma- 
jority, appointed a select committee to inquire into the state of the 
nation—in other words, to deliberate whether it cannot punish the 
Executive Government for doing what, in the exercise of its discre-

The position held by Changarnier—the tacitly recognised Monk of 
two parties, or the Cromwell of another—was totally incompatible 
with the authority, if not with the existence, of the Executive 
Government. The result of this ebullition of pique on the part of the 
Assembly cannot well be otherwise than discreditable or injurious. 
It will either end in smoke—in which case the Assembly will be in 
a worse position than before—one that will verify the truth of the 
saying of Talleyrand, that “un ridicule est pire qu’un crime ;” or it 
will place itself in more direct and open hostility to the Executive 
Power—in which case it will expedite a solution, which might well 
haye been postponed until the term prescribed by the Constitution 
for its own re-election. It was at one time proposed that General 
Changarnier should be elected President of the Assembly, in liew of. 

. Dupin, in order that he might annoy the President in a new capa~ 

ity ; but, as the General cannot speak, and knows nothing of the 
forms of the Legislature, and as people began to laugh at the mere 
notion, the idea was abandoned. The next resource thought of for 
making him a thorn in the side of the Government was to appoint 
him to the command of a force for the protection of the Assembly 
but as this bore too much the appearance of a direct challenge and 
incentive to civil war, the idea fared no better than its predecessor 
The third course—that of appointing a committee to inquire into 
the state of the nation—was consequently adopted as the safest 
piece of spite that the Assembly could perpetrate. 

Thus the Assembly has played a losing, and the President a win- 
ning game. The one has exhibited mistrust and vindictiveness, 
together with want.of principle, want of faith, want of cohesion— 
want of everything, in fact, which should have combined to give it a 
hold upon the respect or affection of the French, or the good 
opinion of neighbouring nations. The other, on the contrary, 
has shown strong faith in himself and in his destinies, 
if in nothing else—together with true courage, and a most 
admirable tact and coolness. We know of nothing more remark 
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able in history than the manner in which he has triumphed over his 
own antecedents, which were those of hair-brained rashness rather 
than of common sense, and in which, since he has been placed in 
the high and perilous seat of power, he has shown his rare pro- 
ficiency in the difficult art of government. Friends and foes have 
been alike astonished ; and the latter, however much they may have 
learned to hate, have ceased to scorn him, or to hold his talents in 
contempt, The history of the first Nepolenn is scarcely more mar- 
vellous than that of the second.. Three short years have trans- 
formed an exile and an adventurer, almost without money and 
without friends, and with a character the very reverse of reliable 
either for prudence or wisdom, into the chief of a great nation— 

laying a successful part amid difficulties that might task the 
Higa genius and the most consummate skill—triumphing over all 
obstacles—making the most experienced of his opponents look 
foolish—and taking advantage of every false move on the part of 
others, to make his own position surer. We expressed the same opi- 
nions with respect to him at an earlier period of his ca- 
reer ; and all that has since taken place has but tended to 
confirm them. Louis Napoleon will, in all probability, 
attain the object of his ambition; but then, and then only, his real 
troubles and difficulties will begin. It is much easier in such times as 
these, and amid such a people as the French, to attain dominion, 
than it is to keep it; and once President for life, or Consul, or Em- 
peror, or by whatever other title he may be called upon to govern, 
the enmities that are now bitter will become bitterer, and all the 
partisans of Legitimacy, Orleanism, and Red Republicanism will 
vie with each other in their hatred. Yet it may be his fate to pilot 
the French nation over this transitionary period of its history, and 
to fit it for the enjoyment of that constitutional liberty which it 
loves so dearly, but which it in no way comprehends. Such a 
mission would be indeed a great and a useful one; but it is one 
that would be more likely to receive the posthumous rewards of 
history than the gratitude of the existing generation. 


THE NEW BOSTON PACKET-SHIP, “DANIEL 
WEBSTER.” 


‘THI8 handsome vessel has recently been added to Messrs. Train and 
Co.'s splendid line of packet-ships, running between Liverpool and 
Boston, U. 8. 

The Daniel Webster, 1500 tons burthen, is of fine model and taunt 
and rakish rig. She is in length, from head to taffrail, 186 feet; her mid- 
ship beam is about 40 feet, but, being very fine, and having well rounded 
lines fore and aft, she looks a “ clipper complete,” while her ample bear- 
ings, gained from a long length of flooring, tell very well her capability 
for carrying “ the muslin.” Her depth of hold is 24 feet from the main- 
deck. In the bows she is not unlike the Ocean Monarch, to replace which 
vessel she has been constructed. At the 16 feet water-line, which is 
about her draught, she is “sharp as a wedge ;” but rising she becomes 
full, giving plenty of room to work head-sails on’ deck, The stem is 
richly carved, and terminates by a figure of the great statesman from 
whom she has taken hér name emblazoned on her trail-boards. He 
holds in his right hand a seroll, comprising the articles of the constitu- 
tion, On the counter-stern is the American eagle and the English lion, 
with other emblematic carvings, The Daniel Webster may be termed a 
three-decker, if not “something more.” She has a poop, running from 
aft to near the main-hatch, and there is but little space between 
that and a further continuation, which is carried chock forward, 
Both are connected by gangway bridges. On this deck the 
ship is worked without inconvenience either to the crew or pas- 
sengers. Beneath the poop on the main deck is the cabin, a spacious 
apartment, fitted elegantly in rich deep veined mahogany, with columns 
relieved with gold, The “ceiling” is white and gold. The cabin is 
lighted from four stern ports and a deck sky-light. The state-rooms here 
ire roomy and comfortable. Immediately forward is another saloon for 
superior second-class passengers, the state-rooms in which are constructed 
for eight persons, It will accommodate about 140. Beneath the fore- 
part of the “ spar” deck there is a string of rooms in the centre adapted 
to various purposes. There are an ice-house, two hospitals, surg¢ons’- 
room, store-rooms, carpenter's shop, commodious cabin, second *cabin, 
saloons, and steerage galleys, &c., and on each side are permanent deck- 
rooms built up to the bulwarks; indeed, while the passengers on this 
dock will be fully. protected from the weather, there is abundance of air, 
light, and ventilation, The Jower deck is fitted with iron berths, divided 
into two compartments—steerage and second cabin. It will accommo- 
date about 450 persons, Below this is the “ timbering” for another deck, 
which might be made ayailable should circumstances ever require, 

The Daniel Webster is a first-class American-built ship: her keel is of 
Rock maple, 32 inches deep by 24 wide. Over this are three kelsons, 
each 15 inches square, bolted through and through with bolts alternately 
copper and iron, each 1} inches in diameter, 

She has two sister kelsons, fifteen inches square, and her bilge keels 
are of heavier dimensions. Her apron, stem, and stern-post, indeed, her 
whole frame-work, is of white oak. Forward she has seven breast. 
hooks and “ pointers” of huge dimensions. Her timbers are packed as 
close as possible. The guardboard strek is seven inches thick, and pro- 
portionately strong to the wales. The ceiling, which is of yellow pine, 
is four inches, increasing to the lower-deck clamps, where it is eight 
inches thick. ‘There are in the lower hold seven beams running athwart 
ships, which are all kneed off above and below. The deck-beams 
throughout the craft are of southern pine, sixteen inches by twelve: 
they are six feet apart, and are plentifully interspersed with carlings 
of great strength. The hanging and lodging knees are all large and 
well formed ; and the fastenings, diagonally as well as direct, are nume- 
rous and excellent ; while in point of finish, from head to stem, this 
noble vessel is not surpassed by anything afloat. Wherever there is 
anything that would have appeared unsightly or heavy, it is relieved 
with bold carving, touched with gold; and everything on the main and 
“hurricane” decks being painted white, the effect is as great as it is 
novel. She is well sparred. She made the distance from Boston to

‘The Ministerial crisis has terminated (as we noticed in our Postscript of last 
week) in the re-construction of the Cabinet, in the following manner :- MM. 
Baroche, Fould, Rouher, and Parrien remain in office; while the new members 
are—Foreign Affairs, M. Drouyn de Lhuys; War-Office, General Regnault de 
St. Jean d’Angely ; Marine and Colonies, M. Ducos, representative of the people ; 
Public Works, M. Magne, late Secretary of Finance; Commerce, M, Bonjean, 
member of the municipality and department of the Seine. The decreé by which 
the National Guard and the troops of the First Division were united under one 
command has been revoked, and the post hitherto held by General Changarnier 
has thus. been abolished, M. Ceang: retiring from all command for the pre-, 
sent, General Perrot takes the command of the National Guard, and the troops 
of the First Division are commanded by General Baraguay d'Hilliers; M. Car- 
lier, the Prefect of Police, remains at his pote: 

The firmness displayed by Louis Napoleon throughout this ing occasion, 
and the success of that firmness, while they have added ly to his popularity 
with the general public out of doors, have provoked still further the splenetic 
temperament of the majority in the Assembly, who, on the formation of the 
new Cabinet and the dismissal of Changarnier being announced, immediately 
passed a resolution, on the motion of M. Remusat, that a Select Committee 
should be named to report on the course requisite to be taken under existing 
circumstances. A “Committee of Safety” (for.such it was) was accordingly 
nominated, and on Tuesday night it made its report’ to the Assembly. From 
this document it would appear (as was previously evident to every unbiassed 
mind) that the committee had, in reality, nothing to report upon. It seeks to 

the President of the Republic from his ministers, and to throw all the 
blame of the late misunderstandings and disagreements upon the latter, or rather 
upon M. Baroche alone, It passes in review the seditious cries at Satory, the 
incident of General Neumayer’s dismissal, the language of the Elyséan press, 
and the dismissal of General Changarnier.

The conclusions of the report are as follows :—‘* Two members have proposed 
a pure and simple order of the day, without approbation of the facts anterior to 
the message, but without considering that these acts have justified a refusal of 
‘support, Three members were ready to join in a vote of general want of confi- 
dence, but refuse to motive it upon an act which has put an end to an exorbi-

@ formula of want of confidence, founded upon the misconstruction by the 
Ministers of the constitutional condition of relations between the two powers.” 
Eight members were aguinst and seven in favour of a resolution thus con- 
ceived :—' The National Assembly, while acknowledging that the Executive 
Power has made use of an incontestable right, but blaming the use which the 
actual Cabinet have made of this right, d that the former Commander-in- 
Chief has preserved all the esteem and confidence which the Assembly testified 
towards him in its vote of January 3.” 

The latter resolution was the one accepted by the Assembly for discussion, and 
the next day (Wednesday) was fixed for the debate. The principal speech on that 
day was delivered by the Minister of the Interior, who replied to M. Monet; that 
gentleman having contended that the Constitution gave the Assembly a power 
over the Executive, and that, the latter, having repeatedly shown determined 
signs of hostility to the former, the sheep alr justified in withdrawing its 
confidence from Ministers; the Minister of the Interior denied this statement, 
and affirmed that the Government had always been anxious to act in 
conformity with the views of the majority ‘in the Assembly. He then 
condemned that part of the report which insinuated that the Cabinet 
had endeavoured to shelter itself under the acts of the President of 
the Republic. Ministers wished not to avoid any responsibility, and they 
were ready to accept and ayow their full acceptation of the acts of the President, 
With regard to the favourable opinion entertained by the Assembly of General 
Changarnier, he could assure the Chamber that that expression of feeling 
caused not the resignation of Ministers. The revocation of the double 
command held by General Changarn er had been determined on long previous to 
that period, and upon the ground that so exorbitant an authority amounted tothe 
creation of a third power in the state ; besides which, such command was always 
looked upon as only to last while the country was in open or threatened distarb- 
ance, and not when in a state of tranquillity. As for suspicions, expressed about 
the re-establishment of the Empire, there was not the least foundation for them. 
Such projects were altogether impossible, and could not be entertained. The 
President and his Ministers would abide honestly and firmly by their en- 
gagements. 

M. Jules de Lasteyrie believed that there had been a design, both on the part 
of the President and of his Ministers, to obtain a prolongation of his powers, and 
that proofs could be brought forward to corroborate the fact. 

The debate has not yet closed. Should its results prove hostile to the new 
Ministry, it is thought that they likewise will resign. 

The minutes of the deliberations of the Parliamentary Commission who sat 
in Paris during the recess—which it was hah ore contained matters the pub- 
lication of which would compromise the late Ministry and Louis Napoleon, as to 
certain supposed designs to raise the latter to the Iuperial throne, on the ruins

Amonyst the rumours which the change of Ministry produced in Paris, was 
one to the effect that the post of Ambassador at London was offered to M. 
Lamartine, which, however, it was added, he was not likely to accept.

GERMAN STATES. 


From Dresden, under date the 13th inst., we learn that, though nothing 
certain on the subject transpired from the Conferences, a general impression 
prevailed that the character of the future Executive powersof the German Con- 
federation had been decided upon by Austria and Prussia. 

According to this statement, the Central Power will consist of nine embodied 
States, with eleven votes, of which Austria and Prussia will have four votes. A 
military force of 134,000 men will be placed at the disposal of this Federal 


Executive. 
SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN. 


‘The accounts from Hamburg and Kiel this week convey the very satisfactory 
intelligence, that the Duchies have submitted to the terms imposed on them by 
the Austrian and Prussian Commissaries of the German Diet, and that the

AUSTRALIA. 


We have accounts from the Australian Colonies, viz., New South Wales, Port 
Philip (Victoria) and Van Diemen’s Land, to the 5th of October, which are of 
considerable interest. The question of convict importation agitates all of those 
districts, and they have engaged in a strong and combined movement against 
the farther extension or continuance of the convict system; a grand Colonial 
Anti-Convict League having been formed to raisé the question throughout the 
whole of the Australian colonies, all of which are deeply interested in the 
matter. At Hobart Town, the arrival of the Vile with convicts on board had 
caused great excitement, and stimulated the movement very much, especially 
as it was stated that seven other vessels were intended for the colony; and the 
members of the League for that district had taken the following pledge :— 

We solemnly pledge oursel ther to hire nor employ, tly or indi wvicts, 
adie or eas Nvbeitien ealied. exiles peobatlontatsy nan oe Green men, 
and whether sent under the present or any other system of transportation, which shall arrive 
in the colony after the present date. 

Meetings of the colonists had been held at Hobart Town, Launceston, Ade- 

Jaide, Port Philip, Sydney, and other places, at which resolutions of the same 
character unanimously passed. There had also been meetings of the 
various trades-unions, from which it appears that a determined opposition will 
be organised against the farther continuance of the system, 
The colonists appear to be warmly interested in the subject of free emigra- 
tion, and committees were to be formed for the purpose of providing for the re+ 
ception of all who might arrive out, so as to afford them ne assistance 
on their landing, to enable them to obtain situations, or to further their views 
in assisting them to become settlers. 

From Adelaide (South Australia) we learn that the needlewomen who arrived 
by the Duke of Portland obtained immediate engagements. 

On the 27th of July, the Sophia arrived at Adelaide, from Plymouth, in 
three calendar months, bringing 245 free emigrants. The voyage was a pro- 
sperous one. aafys!

VIOLENCE AND ATTEMPTED ROBBERY IN THE STREET 


Attacks ofthis kind are becoming more numerous thanis at all agreeable to the 
minds of those whose business keeps them out at night to a late hour, On last Sa- 
turday night, or rather Sunday morning, about quarter past one o'clock as Mr. 
T,C. Wiggs was proceeding homeward down Manor-place, Walworth-road, carry- 
ing with him the proceeds of the day’s business at his shop, in Lambeth-marsh, 
he was suddenly assailed with a blow on the buck of the head from seme blunt 
instrument. Mr. Wiggs and his son, about nine years of age, by whom he was 
accompanied, raised a cry of Murder,” and the blows were repeated. The 
assailant ran away instead of following up violence by robbery, but was met by 
a policeman, attracted by the cries, who took him into custody. No weapon Was 

nd on him, but a gutta-percha whip stock was picked np at day- 
light, leaded with four ounces of metal. The person arrested was a weil- 
dressed young fellow, named Charles Wood, and, on being taken before the magis- 
trate at Lambeth police-office, on Monday, he described himself as an omnibus 
driver (budge 9503), living at No. 20, Ball-and-gate-yard, High Holborn. ‘The evi- 
dence of the police constables who captured him was heard in support of the 
charge. Mr. Wiggs, who was unable to attend, in consequence of the violence he 
had suffered from the prisoner, had, however, recognised him as his assailant. The 
instrament of assault was produced by the police: it was a “ life-preserver” of 
a novel shape; at one end was a large Jump of lead, while the body, which was 
of Indian rubber, was tapered off so as to resemble a riding-whip; and when the 
latter, or tapered end, was twisted round the wrist, the weapon, in the hand of a 
person bade fd was, tto knock down a bullock, and of the 
most formidable description.

Since the formation of the Royal Ortho- 
poedic Hospital, twelve years since, upwards of 10,000 individuals, ri 
under inflictions evidently of the utmost severity, have received med 
surgical assistance, and ont of that number, it is gratifying to recor 
fatal or permanently injurious cases have occurred. ‘There are 700 patients 
now under treatinent, and 300 cases are necessarily compelled to wait 
admission, owing to the want of accommodation. In consequence of the 
very many urgent and severe cases constantly being brought forward, 
the committee of management have opened a building fund, with the view of 
providing a more efficient accommodation for the future ‘irements of the 
crippled poor. In furtherance of this benevolent. undertaking, a fancy bazaar on 
a very magnificent scale is about to take place, under the patronage of the 
Duchess of Cambridge, the Grand Duchess of Mecklenburgh Strelitz, Lady Jane 
Repton, the Countess of Warwick, the Conntess of Howe, anda long list of the 
most beneficent of the fair nobility of England. 

ADULTERATION oF CorreE.—A inicroscopic examination of thirty- 
four different qualities of coffee sold in London has lately heen made, which 
showed that with three exceptions the whole were adulterated. Chicory was 
present in thirty-one instances, with the frequent addition of roasted corn, 
beans, or potatoes, and in some cases the quantity of coffee was not more than a 
fifth of the whole article.

BurGvary at tae LamperH Money Orprr Orrice,—On Mon- 
day morning the premises of Messrs. Buck and Wootons, of the money-order 
office, 33, Mount-street, Westminster Bridge-road, were entered by burglars, 
who remained unperceived on the premises long enough to pack up considerable 
property for removal, About half-past three the shopmen were alarmed by an 
unusual noise, and proceeding to ascertain the cause, disturbed the burglars, 
who fled over the backs of the houses at the rear of the premises, and effected 
their escape without carrying off their booty. ‘This is the second time that these 
premises have been Wurgiariously invaded within these few months. 

Shortly before one o'clock on Tuesday morning a fire broke out on 
the premises of Mr. J. Murray, tallow chandler and oilman, 49, Bridge House- 
place, Newington-causeway.’ The inmates were fortunately assisted to make 
their escape by the window, but the fire could not be stayed until all the back 
rooms, the shop front, and warehouse, and severul of the front rooms had been 
burntout. 

Burrus anp Deatns.—In the week ending Saturday last, the 
births of 792 boys and 788 girls, in all, 1580 children, were registered. The 
average of six corresponding weeks in 1845-50 was 1356. The deaths numbered 
1023. In the corresponding weeks of the ten years (1841-50), the average was 
1162; compared with which, the present return exhibits a favourable result. 
And if it could be safely assumed, notwithstandimg the effects of various epi- 
demics, that the population has increased nearly at the rate of 1°55 per cent. 
(the annuul rate of increase observed in London between the two censuses of 
1831 and 1841), and the above average were proportionally augmented, the com- 
parison would show the public health of the week in a still more shtisfactory 
point of view, But it will be found on examination, that, in five ont of the ten 
corresponding weeks, the returns differ little from that of last week, or fall 
much below it, whilst an excessive mortality presses on other parts of 
the series, the deaths rising to 1450 at one period, when influenza was on the 
wane; at another, when cholera had broken ont in Drouet’s institation ; and 
thus swelling the account above what an average state of health would produce, 
The last week exhibits a marked improvement on the first week of the year, 
chiefly in the decline of fever and the epidemies to which chiloren are subject, 
but also in the diminished effects of diseases of the rexpiratory organs. In the 
previous week the deaths from epidemics, in the aggregate, were 239, in the last 
they were 173; and to take particular muladies in this class, there were in the 
former week, from small-pox, measles, scarlatina, and hooping-cough, 28, 29, 14, 
and 58, respectively; in the last week there were 16, 21, 16, 43; scarlatina 
alone, which is now Jess fatal than usual, not showing a decrease. Typhus has 
declined in the two weeks from 48 to 3: rysipelas from 14 to 2. Amongst 
complaints which assume an epidemic character, influenza alone shows any ten- 
dency to increase ; it hus carried off 9 persons in the week, though it usually 
reaches less than half that number, In connexion with three cases of typhus, - 
which proved fatal in three different parts of the metropolis, the registrars 
call attention in their notes to the circumstances in which these events oc- 
curred: here ‘a filthy and. overcrowded court,” which had been repeatedly 
complained of as the nursery of disease, at another place, ‘miserable huts,” 
which had been constructed without regard to comfort or decency ; and, in the 
third case, a small back room is described, where six persons had been sleeping, 
and into which air could not penetrate either by meuns of the chimney or other 
channel, Fatal cases arising from affections of the respiratory organs (exclu- 
sive of hooping*cough and phthisis) are diminished from 321 in the former week, 
to 275 in the last; and amongst these, laryngitis from 11 to 4, bronchitis from 
152 to 136, pneumonia from 10L,to 96, and asthma from 37 to 27. In the same 
period, plithisis exhibits a decrease from 147 to 123, On the 7th of January, in 
St. Gtles-in-the-flelds, at the Union Workhouse, a woman, who had been a ser- 
vant, died, as stated in the medical certificate, from ‘old age and decay,” after 
having reached the extraordinary age of 105 years. Mr. Faulkner, the regis- 
trar, adds, ‘ this woman retained full possession of all her faculties till within a 
fortnight of her death.” It is not stated, as is desirable in such cases, whether 
80 singular a fact rests on the authority of a parish register or other sufficient

Mergoro.ocicaL OssrRvatTions.—At the Royal Observatory, 
Greenwich, the mean daily reading of the barometer, which had fluctuated on 
the first four days of the week, fell to 29.885 inches on Wednesday, and then 
rose gradually to 29.998 inches on Saturday. The mean of the week was 29.635 
inches. The mean daily temperature was lowest on Monday and Thursday, when 
it was about 33°5 degrees. It was highest on Saturday, when it rose to 48°2 
degrees. The mean of the week was 42°2degrees. On every day the tempera- 
ture was higher than the average of the day in ten years. On Tuesday and 
Wednesday the mean was about 7 degrees above the average; on Friday, 8°5 de- 
grees ; and on Saturday, nearly 12 degrees.

DEPUTATION TO ENGLAND FROM THE CAPE OF 
GOOD HOPE. 


‘THE affairs of the Cape of Cood Hope have been fora long period in a 
very unsettled stute,; insomuch that the colonists had, at the date of the 
last news received from Cape Town, dispatched a special mission to the 
mother country for the redress of their grievances. Saturday, Oct. 26 
last, was the day fixed for the departure of the mission from Cape Town; 
and it was attended with a valedictory scene of unusual interest, which 
an obliging pondent has enabled us to represent. At about three 
ovclock, a large concourse of the inhabitants assembled at the Town 
House. 

The Chairman (Mr. Jarvis) commenced the business of the day by 
stating that this was an adjourned meeting of the Commissioners, from 
Wednesday, In consequence of the approaching departure of Mr. Fair- 
bairn, the board had adjourned, in order to meet him here previous to 
his embarkation, He submitted the following resolution of the board,

The resolution was unanimously adopted, with great applause. The 
i then introduced Sir Andries Stockehistrom, Mr. Fairbairn, and 
Mr. Brand, who were greeted with enthusiastic applause. Silence hay 
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ing been at last procured, Mr. Jarvis presented to Mr. Fairbairn a box 
containing the draft Constitution prepared by the four popular members, 
with the numerous petitions and resolutions of various municipalities in 
support of the draft. Mr. Jarvis made a short but impressive address to 
Mr. Fairbairn, on the important charge which had been entrusted to him 
—to lay the wants, the grievances, and the wishes of the colonists before 
her Majesty and the Imperial Parliament; and he more particularly 
directed the attention of Mr, Fairbairn to the assistance which he might 
expect to receive from the Colonial Reform Society. Mr, Fairbairn 
briefly expressed his sense of the confidence which had thus been placed 
in him, and stated his intention not to return to the colony till he had 
satisfied his constituents; an announcement which was received with 
loud cheers, Then advancing a step, and amidst a profound silence, Mr. 
Fairbairn, evidently much affected, said, “Gentlemen, for a short time I 
bid you—farewell!” “God bless you!—God bless you!” burst from 
the excited multitude, who then hastened into the square to escort their 
representative to the place of embarkation, 

Mr. Fairbairn proceeded on foot, supported by his colleagues and 
friends, the chairman and commissioners of the municipality, a number 
of the most respectable and influential inhabitants of the city, and es- 
corted by a crowd of between two and three thousand people assembled 
to render the last mark of respect to their ancient leader, It was a mark 
of public esteem and honour never before shown to any man in this 
colony, except, perhaps, to Sir Benjamin d’'Urban, On the arrival of the 
procession at the North Wharf, a brilliant scene presented itself to view. 
All the numerous flag-staffs of the building-yards and stores (with one 
solitary exception) were decorated with ensigns and flags; a saluting 
battery had been thrown up alongside the wharf, while upwards of 45 
sailing and rowing boats, profusely ornamented with the gayest flags, 
were in waiting to continue the procession by water, all the crews being 
dressed in holiday costume. The boat prepared for Mr. Fairbairn’s use 
was distinguished by having the city banner in the bows and the union 
jack at the stern, On his putting foot into the boat, the assembled mul- 
titude gave three farewell cheers, and the battery then fired a salute of 
21 guns, while the band in one of the boats struck up a march. All the 
boats then put off for the Madagascar, which was lying under topsails 
ready for sea, The day was remarkable fine, and the scene particularly

exhilarating, the sun shone brightly, and a gentle breeze carried the 
boats rapidly along. On the arrival of the procession alongside the 
Madagascar, the boats drew up, and Mr. Fairbairn ascended the quarter- 
deck, where he bade adieu to his numerous friends, who regularly 
stormed the decks of the noble Indian, to the no small trouble, we sus- 
pect, of her good-natured commander. The band alongside in the mean- 
while played “Rule Britannia,” “Home, sweet Home,” “ Should auld 
acquaintance be forgot,” &c., until it became time to depart. The 
crowd then slowly left the ship ; but not until many had taken personal 
farewell of Mr, Fairbairn, and cried “ God speed him.” Then assembling 
around the ship, the crews and passengers of the gay little fleet all stood 
up, and waving hats and haniikerchiefs, gave one cheer more for Mr. 
Fairbairn, which “ one cheer more” was continued at intervals as they 
made their way towards shore, and. long after they were unable to dis- 
tinguish the person of him into whose hands they had entrusted their 
dearest interests. \ 


THE EXPERIMENTAL SQUADRON. 


THE spirited scene of the accompanying Illustration is best related in 
the words of a Correspondent to a Devonport journal, relating, from her 
Majesty's ship Leander, Lisbon, Dec. 17, 1850, several trials of sailing by 
the Leander, Phatton, and Arethusa. 

“ During the summer we had several trials on a wind, with scarcely 
enough wind to keep the sails full; the Phatton then had the advantage, 
but very little, of the Arethusa, On the 5th of November last we left 
Lisbon, and for several days we were either becalmed or had light airs ; 
but at 10.30 A.M. of the 18th a change took place; the sky became over- 
cast. At 11.30 the Commodore made signal to try rate of sailing on a 
wind. By this time there was a stiff royal breeze. All the frigates had 
a beautiful start. About 3 p.m. (the wind still increasing) the Phaéton 
was obliged to take in her royals. At this hour the Arethusa gained 
about one and a half to two miles; at 4 p.m. the Phaéton hoisted a signal, 
“I cannot carry on ;’ for no other reason than the Arethusa was laughing 
at her to windward. 4.30—signal to take station, and reefed topsails 
and courses, blowing very fresh, which continued during the night. At 
8 o'clock the following morning (19th November) there was a good sea 


up, with about halfagale of wind. 8.20—Commodore made signal to 
Phakton, ‘ What sail can you carry ? Answer, ‘ Double-reefed topsails, 
reefed courses, and topgallant sails’ A similar signal to Arethusa. 
Answer, ‘Single-reefed topsails, whole courses, topgallant sails, and 
reefed royals, if I require them,’ 8.40—signal, ‘ Prepare to try rate of 
sailing with all possible sail” At 9.40 we started, the Phaéton with 
double-reefed topsails, reefed courses, and no topgallant sails, as per 
signal to the Commodore; the Arethusa carried the sail as before- 
mentioned, per signal. At the instant we started, the Phaéton 
was on the lee bow of the <Arethusa, and the other frigates far 
astern, and to leeward. It was a splendid sight: in about forty 
minutes the Arethusa brought the Phatton on her lee quarter, It was 
laughable to see the wind’s eye frigate (Phaéton) occasionally making a 
clear jump out of the water, like a flying fish escaping the pursuit of a 
dolphin. Finding herself going so fast to leeward, and astern of the 
-Arethusa, she sent hands aloft to loose topgallant sails ; fortunately for 
the crew, it was not done. The Arethusa at this time, being about one 
mile to windward, received a very heavy squall, and heeled over to it in 
beautiful style. After the worst of it passed the Arethusa, every eye was 
turned to the Phaéton to leeward, anxious to see how she would receive 
it ; when, the instant it caught her, she became a complete wreck, car- 
trying away her jibboom, port bumpkin, a portion of her cutwater, and 
topgallant sheets: it was melancholy to look at her—the sea occasion- 
ally making a clean break over her. Commodore made signal to close 
reef topsails and courses, blowing very heavy. Commodore then made 
signal to Phaéton : ‘ When will you be ready to continue the trial P>—An- 
swer: ‘I don’t know.’ Commodore: ‘ Can you keep your station »—An- 
swer: ‘No.’ A telegraph of some length of time took place between the 
Commodore and the Phaéton; at last she was ordered to Plymouth or 
Portsmouth, as most convenient, to repair £2000 damage, whilst the 
Arethusa did not strain a rope. The Phaéton left us about 4 P.M. of the 
19th, in the Bay of Biscay, where we knocked about with heavy weather 
for several days. When we arrived in in Lisbon, on the 27th, we 
were anxiously waiting the arrival of the mail from England, to hear if 
she had arrived safe. The Phaéton is a beautiful vessel in fine weather, 
and it is a pity that she should be sent out of the English Channel in the 
winter season to encounter rough weather.”

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THE LATE DUKE OF NEWCASTLE. 


Hewny—PELHAM-Frennes-PELHAM-CLINTO! 
fourth Duke of Newcastle, K.G., died at Clum- 
ber Park, Nottinghamshire, aged 66, on the 
afternoon of Sunday last, the 12th inst., after a 
long and painful illness. His Grace was repre- 
sentative, in the male line, of the ancient and 
eminent baronial family of Clinton, on which 
an Earl’s coronet, with the title of Lincoln, was 
conferred by Queen Elizabeth, in 1572. By fe- 
male descent, he derived from the distinguished 
houses of Pelham and Holles, by both of which 
the Dukedom of Newcastle had been enjoyed. 
That high honour he inherited at the decease 
of his father in 1795, being then but ten years 
of age. Shortly after, he was sent to Eton, 
where he remained till 1803, when, joining his 
mother and stepfather, General Sir Charles 
Cranford, in taking advantage of the brief peace 
of Amiens, he ventured on a continental tour, 
‘but, in consequence of the renewal of hostili- 
ties, he was detained a prisoner for four years, 
In 1807, shortly after his return to England, he 
married Georgiana-Elizabeth, only child of Ed- 
ward Miller Mundy, Esq., of Shipley, county 
Derby, M.P., by Georgiana Lady Middleton, his 
wife, daughter and eventual heiress of Evelyn 
Chadwick, Esq. This marriage brought a great 
accession of wealth to the Newcastle family. 
‘The lady was only just eighteen, and is stated

20th, 1822, at the early age of thirty-three, his 
Grace had a numerous issue.

GRAND NAVAL FUNERAL OF CAPTAIN SIR HENRY 
MARTIN BLACKWOOD, BART., OF H.MS. “ VENGEANCE,” 
PORTSMOUTH HARBOUR 

On Saturday last, at Portsmouth, at one o'clock, the preparations for the 

public funeral accorded to this late gallant and deeply regretted officer 

were commenced. The troops in the garrison—the 28th, 82nd, Royal

The coffin 
was covered with a superb union jack, sup- 
ported on either side by captains of the Royal 
Navy, and borne on the shoulders of the gal- 
Isnt seamen of the ship. The bands of the 
82nd and 50th Regiments then commenced 
the “Dead March” in “Saul;" and the 
cortége proceeded. On the arrival at the 
Victoria Pier, the barges and boats of the 
ships were in attendance to receive the Body 
and the cortige. The band of the 82nd and 
the guard of honour occupied the first boat ; 
in the second were the Body, and the pall- 
bearers and mourners ; in the third, officers 
of Navy and Army; and the fifth, sixth, 
seventh, and eighth boats were likewise 
filled by the officers of the united service. 
On either side of the principal barges were 
escorts of boats, all having the white en- 
sign half-mast. The procession crossed the 
harbour’s mouth, the bands playing the 
“Dead March,” and the Vengeance com- 
menced firing “ minute guns.” The appear- 
ance of the ship in mourning had a solemn 
effect ; the yards were lowered, and all signs 

of white were obliterated. 

The procession was met on landing at 
Haslarjetty by the corps of Royal Marines, 
under Colonel Commandant Menzies (all 
the officers wearing crape round the arm), 
and the 30th Regiment of the line. They 
formed in single file on each side the 
road to the hospital and burial-ground, 
about 400 men of the former corps form- 
ing the firing party, and following the pro- 
cession, preceded by the two bands playing 
the “ Dead March.” 

The two Turkish captains commanding the 
vessels of war belonging to that country, 
now lying in Portsmouth Harbour, met the 
cortége at Haslar jetty, and, accompanied 
by Captain Sir Godfrey Webster, Bart., 
joined the procession.

JOHN HAVILAND, M.D., REGIUS PROFESSOR OF MEDICINE IN THE 
UNIVERSITY OF CAMBRIDGE, 

Dr. Havitanp died at his residence, Trampington-street, Cambridge, on the 8th 
inst. He was born in 1785, only son of Jolin Haviland, Esq., of Gundenham, by 
Mary his wife, daughter and co-beir of Samuel Glover, Esq , of Dunham, Notts. 
His family was a junior branch of the ancient Guernsey honse of De Haviland, 
which, originally of Norman extraction, has been established in the Channel 
Islands since 1176, Ih a charter, under the Great Seal of England, still extant, 
granted by Edward 1V., in the first year of his reign, the King confirms the an- 
cient constitution of the island of Guernsey, and adds many new privileges, in 
consideration of the gallantry displayed and the heavy losses sustained by “ Le 
Sieur Thomas de Haviland” and others, gentlemen of Guernsey, in recovering 
Mont Orgueil Castle, in Jersey, from the French. 

Dr. Haviland completed his education at St. John’s College, and gradtiated as 


In 1814 he was elected Professor of Anatomy, which 
he held until appointed Regius Professor of Medicine, For many years he prac- 
tised as a physician at Cambridge.

ALEXANDER MACDONALD, ESQ. 

ALEXANDER MACDONALD was well known to the public as an expert and zealous 
antiquary, He was one of Mr. Thomson's best and earliest assistants in the pub- 
leation of the “ Acts of the Parliaments of Scotland,” and other. works, under- 
taken by the late Record Commissioners, He was long a most active member 
of the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland; and the library and museum of that 
body owe much to his industry and intelligence. He edited several volumes of 
the Maitland Club, to which he contributed a very useful book, “The Register 
of Ministers in the year 1567"—the earliest extant record of the ecclesiastical 
appointments of the Reformed Church in Scotland. Mr. Macdonald also largely 
supplied the materials of Sir Walter Scott’s notes and illustrations of the 
Waverley Novels” Mr. Macdonald held for many years the office of Keeper 
ofthe Register of Deeds and Protests in Scotland. Asa private gentleman he 
‘was very popular, on account of his kind and amiable temper. His death, which 
oecurred recently, is generally and sincerely lamented. 


WILLIAM HOWISON, A.R.S.A. 

Tnis well-known line-engraver was born at Edinburgh, in 1788, and was edu- 
cated at George Heriot's Hospital, On leaving that institution, he was appren. 
ticed to an engraver, of the name of Wilson. Even as a boy, Howison was re- 
markable for that industry, perseverance, and punctuality which distinguished 
him throughout life, He never received an) tastructions in drawing beyond 
what he acquired for himself during the peri: of his apprenticeship, The first 
engraving which brought him into public n..ice was that from the picture of 
“ The Curlers,” which he did for Mr. Harvey, On the completion of this work, 
Mr. Howison was elected an associate of the Royal Scottish Academy—the only 
instance, we believe, of such an honour being conferred on an engraver, 
Mr. Howison was after ds employed to reproduce some of the» most 
famous pictures of his day, such as the “Polish Exiles,” by Sir William 
Allan, and the ‘Covenanters’ Communion,” by Harvey At the period 
of his death he was engaged upon the “ First Letter from the Emigrants,” after 
‘Thomas Ford, for the Association for the Promotion of the Fine Arts in Scotland. 
Such was his anxiety to have this engraving finished at the stipnlated period, 
that he frequently worked trom twelve to fourteen hours aday upon it, This 
unremitting toll no doubt Jed to the premature close of his career, He died, 
after a short but severe illness, on the 20th ultimo, at his residence, Frederick-

As the time for the meeting of Parliament approaches, the rumours 
that usually precede that event begin to float about in the conyer- 
sation of the clubs, and to find their way, with more or less pre- 
tence of authority and authenticity, to the columns of the daily 
press. — Without pretending to be in the secret of Ministerial inten- 
tions, it is easy for the observers of events to foretell that the work 
of the approaching session will subdivide itself into two great 
branches—not “Corn and Catholics,” as in the days of old, but 
“ Taxes and Catholics.” Two great parties are already in the field : 
the one devoting all its energies to induce the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to make industry free, to remove the exciseman out of the 
paper-mill, to untax education and knowledge, and to apportion the 
public burdens a little more equitably than at present upon the 
shoulders of the strong, so that the weak may have a chance of 
living. The other party, relying upon the Protestant zeal of the 
Prime Minister, will devote itself to the Papal question, and 
to the prevention for the future of Roman Catholic aggression against 
the Queen’s supremacy. Everything foreshows that the Session will 
be an important and a busy one, even should no other subjects 
than these two arise to call for the eloquence and the statesman- 
ship of Parliament. Ireland, this year, may be fairly left. alone. 
The only other great topic likely to excite any discussion is that 
of Law Reform, which begins to assume large dimensions, and a 
clear outline, and to justify some degree of hope that, within 
the lifetime of the existing generation, England may possess, 
what she ought to have possessed long ago, a Cong of laws, 
as simple, concise, and comprehensive as that admirable code 
which, in a neighbouring country, bears the name of the Code 
Napoleon, But we are not sanguine enough to expect that, 
during the approaching Session, much more will be done to. 
wards this greatest of all reforms yet to be effected in this 
country, than the mere presentation of the subject. But what the 
people do expect from Parliament, in the memorable year of 1851 

is some attempt towards such an adjustment of taxation as shall 
afford honest ind free scope for exertion ; and such a settle- 
ment of the Roman atholie question as shall for the future prevent 
the Pope and his advisers from intermeddling in Britishaflairs, But 
at rt mee vee infringement upon 1 : 
civil an ious liberty, which are the safeguard of all pular 
rights, and the worthiest boast of our civilisation. We do oveepuae 
that a statesman like Lord John Russell, whose highest reputation 
is based upon his early efforts in the cause of reli ious liberty, will 

even amid the provocations of this unhappy Pap: controversy. for- 

get his past career, or undo, in later life, ta great work of his early 

manhood. We believe, therefore, difficult as the Papal question 

may be, that it is in good hands, and that Lord John Russell will 

shew himself a true statesman in his mode of dealing with it. 


Tuw existing distress in the Islands and Western Highlands of 
Scotland, though affecting a smaller population, is so similar in its 
origin to that which has so long afflicted Ireland, as to call for the 
serious consideration of the whole country, The Scotch are so 
peaceful a people, and the elements of political strife and trading 
agitation are so few among them, that the social questions which 
most deeply affect their interests do not excite, beyond their own 
boundaries, the attention which the woes of Ireland have so long 
forced from us. For these reasons, but little is known on this side 
we Firth of Clyde of the misery and degradation of the once 
gallant and energetic people of the Highlands, The potato, and 
the lazy habits which an exclusive ralieties upon that aly keel 
vegetable are certain to produce, have within the last sixty or seventy 
years played sad hayoc, both in the physical and moral condition of 
the people; and now that the potato has failed, a loud and long 
cry of distress resounds from the populous islands ofthe West. 
‘The landlords, as a body, are unable to meet the evil. A great por- 
tion of them, like their compeers in Ireland, are deeply embarrassed; 
and even if they have the will, they have not the power, to be of 
service. Here and Faoahe a man like Sir James Matheson, with 
resources, and with a generosity and right feeling com- 
sel with them, makes great personal cine to nipeees 
a ple and the land. But these cases are the exceptions; and 
the bulk of the Highland proprietors are utterly powerless for good, 
and resort to the old Irish process of eviction to clear their estates 
of the multitudes whom they can neither employ, nor obtain rent 
from, nor sup upon the proceeds of a poor-rate. Though the 
seas and lochs swarm with fish, the Highlander has neither the 
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journal, from which we borrow these details, “to find a band 
of able-bodied labourers, with the right stuff in them, though 
it probably had never been very skilfully brought out; and he got 
instead an hospital of decrepit people, infirm, some of them from 
age, and others from want, who had never used a spade in their 
lives, and containing an alarming proportion of women and 
children, affected with epidemic and contagious diseases. The 
worthy man saw his mistake at a glance, and wisely consulted, 
perhaps, his own and his neighbours’ self-preservation by sending 
back the Barra outcasts to the care of the Highland Committee, 
and the charitable institutions of Edinburgh.” ‘This is but a re- 
petition, on a somewhat smaller scale, but in an equally deplorable 
manner, of the Irish misery, and it requires identically the same 
treatment. Emigration, which some speak of as the great remedy, 
will not even alleviate such a disease as this; for these are not the 
class of people that will voluntarily emigrate, or that would 
be received by any colony if conveyed in large numbers; 
and a compulsory deportation of the people would not, we 
suppose, be tolerated, or even recommended. The evil is 
too deeply rooted to be of easy treatment; but, difficult or 
the reverse, it demands the careful and immediate attention of the 


Legislature. There must be ne srealy wrong in the 
agrarian laws or social circumstances of the West Highlands of 
Scotland, as well as in Ireland, when a formerly brave and self-sup- 
orting people are reduced to this state—when the resources of the 
Tand are undeveloped—and when the sea, teeming with nutritive 
food, to be had for the taking, offers its wealth to them in vain. 
We trust the subject will not be lost sight of because the sufferers 
are less clamorous than the Irish have been; and that a wise Go- 
vernment will not suffer the Celtic population either to be rooted 
out of the land altogether, or to remain in it, a source of perpetual 
misery to themselves and to all around them, without at least 
making some enquiries which shall show us the reason why.

Norra American Emicration.—On Tuesday a meeting was held 
in the Town Hall, Southampton, to consider the advantages offered by the port 
of Southampton as a favourable point for national emigration, and to hear from 
the Hon. Mr, Howe (now on a visit to this country from Nova Scotia) a state- 
ment of the measures of public benefit designed by his Government on the sub- 
ject of promoting emigration to the British Colonies in North America, The 
Mayor, who presided, briefly sketched the important nature of the object for 
which the meeting was convened, and then introduced the Hon. Mr. Howe, who 
remarked on the numerous natural advantages possessed by the port of South- 
ampton, which must be patent toevery observer. He found the most erroneous 
opinions prevalent in this country with» reference to the state of the 
British provinces on the continent of America, Many_ persons imagined 
that at the time of the American revolution nearly all that was 
valuable was swept away from the British dominions. Now, if the 
would take the trouble to refer to the map, they would find that one-l 
of the whole American continent still owed allegiance to Engl 
‘was subject to the sceptre of Queen Victoria. But that vast tract of cou’ 
very little known in England, and he wished, therefore, to draw public attention 
toit. They had four millions of square miles on that vast continent subject to 
Queen Victoria; which was larger than all the states of Europe, including the 
British Islands, put together.

RIAGE WITH A DEcKAsED Wire's SisteR.—A public meeting, 
presided over by the Mayor, to petition Parliament to repeal the law whicli 
prohibits marriage with the sister of a deceased wife, and illegitimatises the off- 
spring of such marriages, was held in the Town-hall, Birmingham, on Tuesday 
evening, and was very numerously attended. The adoption of a petition to 
Parliament was moved by the Rev. J. C. Miller, who vindicated the right of 
Christian ministers to come forward in such a cause as the present. An amend- 
ment to the effect that no petition should be presented was then moved by the 
Rey. H. F. Gray, Warden of Queen’s College, who had, after mature delibera- 
tion, arrived at the conclusion that such marriages were repugnant to the Word 
of The Rey. J. R. Mackenzie seconded the amendment. Richard 
Spooner, Esq., M.P., then, in a brief address, explained the reasons that had in- 
duced him to vote in the House of Commons for the repeal of the law; entered 
yy acursory examination of the arguments on both sides, and declared him- 
self quite unconvinced by the addresses of Mr. Gray and Mr, Mackenzie ; finally 
expressing his determination again to vote for the repeal of the law. ‘The Rev. 
J. C. Miller having replied, the amendment was put and lost, only a very few 
hands being shown in its favour. The petition was then carried unanimously. 

; ‘RUCTION OF PROPERTY ee ol in. Mancurster.—Not 
less six fires have occurred in Man ing the past week. One which 
occurred on Tuesday evening destroyed a considerable portion of the cotton fac- 
tory of Messrs. Robert Marsland and Co., Ancoats. Messrs. Robert Marsland 
and Co. are spinners and doublers, and their premises, called the Ancoats-brid, 
Mills, consist of three parallel buildings, on the north side of the river Medlock, 
the middle and principal building being 120 feet long and 32 broad, and 
consisting of six stories and an attic. It was in this larger building, filled prin- 
cipally with spinning machinery, that the fire originated. It was discovered 
about a quarter past six o’clock in the eyening—the work-people having left 
their employment at six—and immediate assistance was brought into requi- 
sition, but the flames, notwithstanding the most strenuous efforts, destroyed 
nearly one half of the larger mill, and the two top stories of the remainder, in- 
cluding the entire roof. The whole of the walls are standing, except a small 
portion of the top,of the western side. The other buildings upon the premises 
have not suffered, except from water. The amount of damage done by the fire 
is estimated at about £5000, which, however, is covered by insurance. About 
two hundred and thirty hands will be thrown out of employment by the ca- 
lamity. The cause of the fire isnot known. On the same night, fire broke 
out in a mill belongiug to Messrs. Shatwell and Co., Pinmill Brow, which ter- 
minated in the partial destruction of the building. The fire, it is supposed, 
originated inthe top story, but from what cause cannot yet be ascertained. 
Whilst a number of the fire-brigade, with the senior , Were engaged on 
the pets staircase in laying the pipes, a portion of the building gave way, 
Just ¢! ing the edge of the staircase, and leaving it erect, with the brigade 
men standing upon the top of it, and they wre obliged to remain in this perilous 

ition for some time before they could with safety descend. The property is 
sured for £6000, but the loss, it is stated, will be much greater than this. The 
other fires were not of any magnitude. 

Fara Accipents on THe Eastern Counties Ramway.—On 
Monday, an inquiry, of three days’ duration, was concluded, at the Railway 
Inn, adjacent to the Ponder’s-end station, before Mr. Higgs, the Coroner, con- 
cerning the death of Vincent Lodwick, a night-inspector at the station, who was 
recently killed by a special train coming in contact with a goods truck which 
he was removing into a siding. From the evidence it appeared that the Nor- 
wich up goods train arrived at Ponder’s-end at ten minutes past six o'clock, its 
usual time, just as the Hertford train was passing. The Norwich took one of 
its trucks up the line a little way, and it was taken off to the siding by the 
under-guard and deceased. While this was transacting a special engine came 
down, at about twenty miles an hour, caught the truck, turned it over, and 
crushed deceased between the truck and the wall. The jury returned a verdict

PAPAL AGGRESSION. 
MEETINGS. 

Tre CARMARTHEN County Mgerine, held in the Shire Hall, at Liandilo, last 
week, followed the course of other county meetings. HKesolutions azanst the 
assninption of the Pope, declaring loyalty to the Queen and attachment to the 
Constitution, were passed, and a corresponding address to her Majesty was 
adopted. The Hon. Col. Trevor, M-P., took an active part in the proceedings, 
and moved the first resolution ; the second was moved by Mr. D. A S. Davies, 
also a member of Parliament. 'The other speakers were Messrs. Pugh Reeves, 
of Kilymaenliwyd, and J. Jones. A letter was read from Earl Cawdor, in which 
the noble Lord stated— 

That, agrocing with the Lord President of the Council in opinion, that a controversial and 
IRS aTHY Imperfect discussion, ata public county meeting, of the merits of the Roman Ca~ 
tholic faith couid be productive of mischief only ;"* and having no reason to expect that this 
moeting will take « different course from that which hax been usually pursued on these occa~ 
sions, I feel that Lf I wore to nttond, I should, by so doing, appear to sanction in somo degree 
& course of proceeding which I disapprove of. I beg likewive to say, still using Lord Lane- 
downe’s words, that, “ns far as any resolutions which may be offered to the me: ting express 
firm deturmination to uphold by every means the Protestant ostablishment, and more espe- 
cially to, resist the attempts of any foreign potentute, ecclesiastical or civil, directly or indi- 
rectly, to interfere with the ordinances of our Church, or her Majesty's supreme authority as its 
head, they will have my eutiro and cordial concurrence.” 

Tae ADJOURNED MEETING oF THE PROTESTANT DisseNTING DeruTiEs was 
held on the 10th, and, after some discussion, the report of the committee, which 
had_on the previous occasion been objected to as not going far enough against 
the Roman Catholics, was received and adopted by a large majority. The party, 
howeyer, which thought the report insufficient, afterwards carried a resolution 
~moved by Mr, Kilpin and seconded by Mr. Apsley Pe)lat—to the effect that it 
ig the bounden and especial duty of Protestant Dissenters to resist by every legi- 
timate means the encroachments of the Papacy in this country, and that it will 
be their duty to petition both Houses of Parliament to protest against any legis- 
lative encouragement of that system, and particularly against the continuance 
of any pecuniary grant towards its support, either in the United Kingdom or its 
dependencies; the deputies to meet for this purpose at an early period after the 
assembling of Parliament. 

RevIVAL or TAE ConvocaTion.—Some members of the Church met in Free- 
masons’ Hall on Tuesday, called together by the Metropolitan Church Union, 
to take measures for the revival of the Convocation; Henry Hoare, Esq., in 
the chair. The Revs. G. Anthony Denison, of East Brent; Dr. Biber, Mr. 
Raven, J. E. Cox, J. J. Cumming, J. B. Sweet, Prebendary Clarke, Mr. 
Hughes, a barrister; and Mr. Dudley Perceval, were the principal speakers, 
The meeting was otherwise than numerous or unanimous; but, after many 
lamentations over the crippled stute of the Church, and numerous suggestions 
as to the means of increasing her efficiency as against the Romish Church, a 
resolution was adopted declaring that the attack of the Bishop of Rome was the 
consequence of the long suppression of the synodal functions of the Church, and 
that the present emergency constituted an additional plea for the revival of 
her synodal functions; and an address to her Majesty, founded on the resolu- 
tion, was agreed to. An amendment, moved by the Rey. J. E. Cox, “ That 
the revival of the Convocation would not now conduce to peace,” was lost, 
Addresses to the Upper and Lower Houses of the Convocation of Canterbury 
were also adopted. 

THE INHaBrraNts of the BonovaH were called together on Tuesday by the 
High Bailiff, in pursuance of a requisition more numerously signed than any 
requisition he had ever received. The meeting was numerous and boisterous, 
Mr. Apsley Pellat moved a resolution denouncing the proceedings of the Pope as 
an insidious and dangerous invasion of the rights of the throne and of the con- 
stitution, repudiating persecution, but calling on Lord John Russell effectually 
to suppress all Papal power and pretensions in the realm, and to give a proof of 
his sincerity by abolishing all the endowments of Popery. Mr. Thwaites, who 
described himself to be a Dissenter, moved an amendment, extending the call on 
Lord John Russell to bring before Parliament a measure to abolish all endow- 
ments of religion out of the public purse. After several speeches, and consider- 
able confusion, the original motion was carried by a considerable majority, as 
Was also 4 resolution lamenting the encouragement given to the Pope by the 
Tractarian party; and an address to her Majesty and petitions to both Houses of 
Parliament, in accordance with the resolutions, were adopted. Mr, Alderman 
Humphrey, one of the members for the borough, was present, and took part in 
the proceedings. He recommended, to avoid a division, that Mr. Pellat should 
substitute the amendment for his resolution. The other member for the borough 
addressed a letter to Dr. Black, from Paris, which was read at the meeting, 
expressing an opinion that the act of the Pope was foolish and imprudent, but 
disapproving of the contumely and abuse which had in consequence been cast on 
the Roman Catholics. He declared that he could not depart from the wise 
policy of religious toleration and equality pursued towards the Catholics for the 
lust twenty-five years; that he thought the State should interfere as little ag 
possible in religious matters; that, in times of excitement, principles should be 
firmly,maintained ; and that he must wait for the meeting of Parliament, to learn 
the course proposed to be pursued by her Majesty’s ministers, before he could 
determine whether he should support them or not. 

A WestmoreLanp County MEETING was held at Kendal, on Monday, in pur- 
suance of a requisition, signed by the Earl of Lonsdale, the county members, 
and between 500 and 600 gentlemen. A large number of persons assembled, 
An address to the Queen, to vindicate the national independence—moved by Mr. 
Wilson, of Custerton, and seconded by Mr. Wilson, of Rigmaden Park—was 
unanimously adopted. The other rs.were Mr, Hassel, of Dalemaine, and 
Mr. Wilson, of the Stowe. 

A MegTING aT Brioatoy, on Thursday week, of the lay members of tho 
Chureh of England, was remarkable for being intended to attack the Puseyites, 
and for a refusal to hear a gentieman, a member of the Church, who wished to 
say a few words in their defence. Tho! public does not seem to improve in

Bur few of the visitors to the Great International Museum of In- 
dustry, during its construction, even if permitted, would like to ascend 
the ladders, for the purpose of viewing from the lead-flats on either 
side of the arched roof of the transept the extraordinary appearance 
ast an extent of glass as that by which the whole 
building is covered. In order, therefore, to gratify those of our 
readers who ha taken the greatest interest in the details of con- 
struction which have been given in the ILLustrarep Loxpon News 
from week to week, we present, in the presetit Number, a View of a 
portion of what has been called the “sea of glass.” The View is 
taken from the north-western division of the lead-flats looking west- 
ward, and embraces an extent of 840 feet in length and 120 feet in 
breadth, to a point 216 feet from the west end of the building, at 
which point the width is reduced to 72 feet. The beautifully simple 
arrangement of Mr, Paxton’s “ridge and furrow ” principle of roofing 
s here fully illustrated, _ 

‘The open second-class refreshment court, 144 feet long by 72 feet 
wide, the west side of which is 240 feet from the western elevation of 
the building, is plainly discovered by the clump of trees, whose 
branches surmount considerably the contiguous roofs of glass. On 
the right side of the picture is the roof of the department to be ap- 
propriated to machinery; and on the left, the entire elevation of the 
exterior of the glass-enclosed gallery is depicted conspicuously ; while 
immediately under, and contiguous to the lead-flat from which the 
view was taken, are the three bays of roofing over the return 
gallery leading to that at the north end of the transept, 
and which leads to the galleries extending from the transept to the 
eastern front of the “Palace of Glass,” The exterior of the upper 
tier of ventilators, partly concealed by handsome open cast-iron 
id surmounted by a facia extending the whole length of 
the exterior of the gallery elevation, together with the flag-post 
standards, intended to receive the flags of all nations, and which are 
placed at intervals of 24 feet from centre to centre, form the most con~ 
spicuous portions of the entire view, The facia is crowned to its 
full extent, between the respective flag-post standards, with an 
ornamental cast-iron frieze, precisely similar to that shown in the 
view of part of the south front, on page 432, Vol. XVII. A few of the 
glazing waggons, which, in a few days, will be entirely dispensed 
with, are just visible towards the west end of the roofs, The picture 
is made up by a view of parts of Kensington Gardens, Hyde Park, 
and some of the most conspicuous objects adjoining that can be seen 
over the roofs, : i 

On our last ascent to the lead-flat, from which the view which we 
have attempted to describe is taken, we were induced to ascend a 
little higher than the lead-flat, even to the very top of the roof of the 
transept, along which is a walk from end to end, formed by a narrow 
lead flat 2 feet in width; and, although the task was accomplished 
with some little difficulty, yet we were amply repaid by the magnifi-

HENDERSON’S PATENT DERRICK-CRANE. 


In the View of the Hydraulic Testing Machine at page 428, Vol. 
XVIL, by which all the cast-iron girders throughout the building have 
been proved, is also represented one of Mr. David Henderson's Derrick- 
cranes, which are extensively used in many large establishments, 
ecially of the North of England. There are, altogether, six va- 
rieties of these cranes, numbered from 1 to 6, that represented in the 
View being one of those known by the Number 4, the power of which 
is from two to four tons, and the radius of range from 25 to 45 feet, 
Some of the advantages obtained by this description of machine 
over the ordinary form of derrick-crane, are the facility with which 
a load can be moved nearer to, or farther from, the centre of the crane, 
and deposited at any point of the space included within the range of 
the derrick; and increased safety while raising or lowering the 
derrick, whereby extra labour is saved in bringing the load to its 
original level, 

In the derrick fixed at the “Industrial Palace,” three-fourths of 
the circle included within the sweep of the crane is obtained, while 
the remaining fourth of the circle is likewise available, if logs of tim- 
ber, or long ya of iron, &e., are required to be moved. The 
derrick-crane consists of the the stem, derrick, and the stays—usually 
made of timber, but which may, if desired, be constructed of wrought 
iron. 

The stem consists of two pieces of timber, which meet at top, and 
are connected both at top and bottom by means of cast-iron shoes, 
‘The lower shoe is constructed so as to turn on a fixed gudgeon; and 
the upper shoe is also fitted with a gudgeon, by which it is connected 
with the pair of stays, and which enables it to be turned freely round, 
‘The crab-engine, as shown in the View, is worked by three men, and 
is fixed at the bottom part of the stem, the roller, or chain-barrel, 
being fixed between the two parts of which it is composed. The 
stays are fixed at their lower ends by being attached to horizontal 
sleepers, which meet at the centre of the crane, and support the lower 
gudgeon of the stem, 

The derrick, which is constructed of a single piece of timber, has a 
cast-iron shoe at the top, and another at the bottom, the lower 
end being jointed by a pin to the bottom shoe of the stem, so as to 
enable it to be moved vertically. Winch-handles, with wheels for 
single and double purchase, together with the barrel, form one part of 
the crab; while the other part, which raises or lowers the derrick, 
consists of a barrel and two wheels, by which it is connected with the 
first portion of the crab—the necess"" connection being effected by 
means of a clutch fixed on the spindie of the lift barrel. The derrick 
is supported by a chain, passing from its barrel and up the stem to a 
pulley at the top, From this pulley it is carried nearly to the top of 
the derrick, to which, in the present instance, it is fixed ; but, in some 
of the other forms, passes over a snatch-block attached to the derrick, 
and, returning to the stem, it is securely fastened to the upper end of 
the top gudgeon. The left chain passes up the back of the derrick, 
from its barrel, to a pulley at top, and thence down to the load. In 
order to prevent the derrick barrel from turning, the two portions of 
the crab are disconnected—the derrick being supported by a catch, or 
pall, which acts on one of the coupling-wheels. When the two parts of 
the crab are disconnected, the crane is in a proper state to be used in 
raising its load ; and when it is necessary to move the load nearer to the 


centre of the crane, the two barrels are seein connected, simply by 
ig reversed,

According to the address of the ociety of Arts, it is announced that it is their 


intention, during the period of the Exhibition, to hold several conversazione and 
meetings, for topics connected with the Exhibition, Arrangements will be 
made to afford information and assistance to foreign visitors eminent in science, 
and art, who may arrive. The council are considering a plan by which a 
friendly meeting for promoting the union of art and manufactures may take 
place every year in some one of the great manufacturing centres, and purpose 
making an effort to establish elementary drawing and modelling schools 
throughout the country, 

As a pendant to the history by Mr. Paxton, developing his original idea of the 
Crystal Palace, and the explanations by Professor Cowper of the constructive 
ability, mechanical art, and particular materials, &c. used in the structure, Mr. 
Henderson, one of the contractors, had engaged to furnish to the Society of Arts 
t Paper respecting the amount of labour, &c. employed by the firm to which he 

longed.

Ib. to the superficial foot. Tak: 28 Ib. as the force, and supposing a 
gust of wind to strike the whole side of the building from top to bottom at the 
same moment, the total force which could be brought against it would be from 
1400 to 1500 tons ; whilst here they were able to resist 6360 tons. In the late

EPITOME OF NEWS—FOREIGN AND DOMESTIC. 


We understand that her Majesty and his Royal Highness Prince 
Albert have jointly presented to the Society of Friends of Foreigners in Distress 
the sum of £200 towards the alms-houses for indigent foreigners about to be 
erected by that society. 

It is reported that the Chancellor of the Exchequer, instead of pro- 
posing the total repeal of the window tax, contemplates only a reduction of t 
import. In the event of his being compelled, by the pressure from without, 

| nominally to repeal the tax, he hopes to retain a portion of it, by levying some 
| new sort of tax on houses. 

The Notts Review says, that the health of T. Houldsworth, Esq., 
M.P. for North Notts, is rapidly giving way, and that there is no prospect of his 
resuming the active duties he has so long and so consistently fulfilled. 

Mr. William Ray Smee says, in his pamphlet on the income-tax, 
that, out of the twenty millions of which our population is composed, only 
500,000 pay thisimpost. The same writer remarks that the houses charged 
with the window-tax are only 14 per cent. on the total number; and that were 
the malt tax taken off, the ale now sold at Gd. might be retailed at 2d. a quart. 
These facts are startling and suggestive to a Chancellor with a surplus revenue 

The new city thoroughfare by way of Cannon-street is being 
rapidly proceeded with. ‘The committee, have determined that the houses shall 
be all cleared away, and the streets be paved through by the coming May-day. 

From the usual annual reports on mining in France, it appears 
| that in 1850 twenty new mines had been opened in that country, principally iron, 
which hold out promise of productiveness; some extensive coal seams had also 
been discovered, of excellent quality. Many modern improvements had been 
introduced, particularly in the coal districts, and in respect to ventilation ; and, 
upon the whole, mining enterprise is encotraging amongst our neighbours. 

On Friday morning week, between five and six o'clock, a very dis 
astrous fire occurred in Chepstow-street, Oxford street, Manchester, by which 
‘a large cotton mill and its contents, valued at upwards of £22,000, belonging 
| to Messrs Wallace, Watchurst, and Thompson, were utterly consumed. By 
the fall of the outer walls of the mill, Messrs Nathan Lloyd aod Co. sustained 
damage to the extent of £300, and Messrs, Henry and Co. £160. . Of the origin 
of the fire nothing is known. By the destruction of this, mill abont 300 hands 
are thrown out of employment. The damage was partly covered by insurance. 

On Saturday last, six of the men who are charged with having 
committed the daring burglary at Dowland-house, the residence of the Misses 
Farncombe, near Uckfield, in Sussex, which we noticed last week, wereexamined 
at Tunbridge. The prisoners gave thelr names as J. Hamilton, John Smith, James 
Smith, T. Morgan, W. Hillyer, and J. Carter, Elizabeth Olliver was also charged 
‘on suspicion of having some of the stolen property in her possession, Thomas 
Wood, the butler of the Misses Farncombe, recognised some of the prisoners as 
having been present at the robbery, and the evidence generally went to incul- 
pate all the parties charged. They were remanded for a week. 

The Buckinghamshire Railway Company have just contracted 
with Messrs. Fox, Henderson, and Co., to erect a new station at Rewley, Oxford, 
which is to be constructed on the same principle as the building for the Great 
Exhibition, and it is to be completed in three months. It is stated that the line 
to London is to be opened on the lst of May next. 

Some of the large manufacturing firms on the Wear haye it in con- 
templation to start a large and powerful steamer, to ply regularly between Sun- 
iderland and London. The greatly increased quantity of goods manufactured 
n Sunderland, and the imperfect accommodation afforded by the ratlway 
companies, have rendered this project necessary. 

r. Charles Dickens has transmitted two guineas towards the funds 
of the Leicester-square Soup Kitchen, stating that the contribution was “from 
a charitable subscription collected in India by Lieutenant Boughey Burgess.” 
| In the United States Senate, Mr. Benton has introduced a Public 

Lands Bill, one clause of which authorises the granting donations of land to 
actual settlers free of cost! This doctrine of mild and beneficent agrarianism 
| is rapidly becoming popular, as being well suited to the peculiar position and 
resources of the United States. 2 

The steam-ship Giraffe, just arrived at Blackwall, from Rotterdam, 
has brought an entire cargo of live cattle, comprising 278 head of oxen and 
cows, 67 calves, and 500 sheep, the produce of Holland. This is an extraor~ 
dinarily large importation of horned [stock from Holland, and, possibly, the 
| largest individual supply of the kind that has taken place from that country. 

Between three and four o’clock on the morning of Saturday, J, 
Thompson, W. Mounsey, and T. Pinnick, three men who, along with another 
man named William Graham, were committed about six weeks ago to take their 
trial for highway robbery and attempted murder, made their escape from Carlisie 
gaol. Having called the watchman to the assistance of ote of their companions 
(Graham), who suffered from epilepsy, and who at the time was prostrate on the 
floor in sham convulsions, they overpowered the officer, and with his keys let 
themselves ont to the yard, whence they escaped over the wall, leaving behind 
Graham, whom they refused, from some aversion to him, to assist over the wall, 
A reward of £20 is offered for their apprehension. 

Ship-building is occupying much attention at Boston and New York 
at present. At the former port a ship has becn built (the Staghound) for’ the 
China trade, 1600 tons register, which is said to be the longest and sharpest mer= 
chant vessel in the world, and will, it is asserted, be the fastest afloat. In her 
model everything has been adapted to ensnre speed. At New York a ship of 
equal pretensions is fitting out for the Canton trade, and is called the Sea Ser- 
pent. Both these vessels are intended to compete with English ships in the 
‘trade between China and England. i é 

On Monday morning last, intelligence reached Liverpool, announ- 
cing the total wreck of the American ship Franconia, on the Anglesea coast, on 
Saturday night, with the loss of Captain Smith, his chief mate, and nine of his 
crew. The Franconia was bound from Baltimore to that. port, with a cargo of 
tobacco and cotton. ® * 

Dr. Wareing, the Catholic Bishop of Northampton, was, last week, 
installed in the chapel, on the Leicester-road. Several neighbouring priests gave 
their attendance. The Doctor’s address contained a protest against the “ un- 
just and unparalelled persecution to which ‘Catholics’ had recently been sub- 
jected,” and he exhorted his flock to zeal and consistency in the advocacy of the 
claims of their church. 

The following is an account of the Customs revenue, and arrivals 
of shipping at the port of Gloucester, for the last three years :—Revenue, 
1848, £92,767; ditto, 1849, £97,034; ditto, 1850, £94,082. Vessels from 
foreign parts, with cargoes :—I848, 345 ; ditto, 1549, 477; ditto, 1850, 491. 
‘The deficiency in the past year is easily accounted for, the receipts on corn 
having been £6000 less than in the year 1849. Making allowance for this fact, 
the general trade of this port has increased. 

‘A few nights ago, the cemetery of St. Veron, at Avignon (France), 
was scandalously profaned. Many of the tombs were forced open, the railings of 
others were broken down, the coffin of a woman was dug up, the body stripped 
and left lying on the ground, stabbed with a knife, and a vast number of 
statues, crowns, and other things were stolen, The authorities are making 
active exertions to discover the miscreant. 

Tt is stated that an order has been sent to the Bristol parochial 
authorities from the Secretary of State for the erection of a lunatic asylum, the 
estimated cost of which is fifty thousand pounds, 

The Indian papers have late news from New South Wales, from 
which it appears that there had been heavy gales, in which sundry vessels had 
gone ashore and been wrecked. Violent rains had fallen in the interior. The 
Legislative Council had passed a vote aguinst the transportation of convicts to the 
colony. 

The Tuscan Monitore of the 3d publishes a decree prescribing 
all captains of vessels shall, on arriving at Leghorn, give up to the quarantine

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SCENE FROM THE NEW DRAMA OF “ BELPHEGOR, 
THE THEATRES, &c. 


ADELPHI. 

The Parisian drama of “ Paillasse,” by MM. Dennery and Marc Fournier, was 
produced on Monday, under the title of ‘* Belphegor the Mountebank ; or, the 
Pride of Birth.” It has, of course, been much altered; and is, as announced, 
“of peculiar construction, full of powerful Adelphi effects.” Replete with bu- 
siness and excitement, the drama of ‘ Belphegor” promises to be one of the 
most successful of the season. The story is exceedingly complicated, and the 
persons are remarkably eccentric—such, indeed, as the Adelphi performer de- 
lights in. Mdme. Celeste, Miss Woolgar, Mr. Webster, Mr. Bedford, and Mr. 
Wright were admirably fitted. Mr. Webster himself was never seen to more 
advantage than in Belphegor, a wandering mountebank, who, beneath his absurd 
exterior and bombastic manners, assumed professionally as the means of living, 
has a good heart anda clear head, and cherishes, in particular, the domestic 
feelings. His wife, Madeleine (Mdme. Celeste), appreciates his many excellent 
qualities, and his children love him with devoted affection. 

The scene opens with a fair in the village of Montroulade, in honour 
of the restoration of the Bourbons, in 1814; and here the mountebank 
arrives with his car, his Merryman and his family. The sports of the 
fair being over, Belphegor and his wife are addressed by the Chevalier 
de Rolac (Mr. 0. Smith), who informs them that Madeleine is the lost 
daughter of the Duxe de Mentbazon (Mr. H. Hughes), and coolly proposes that 
she and her children should forsake her husband, have her marriage dissolved, 
and so become qualified for admission into her noble family. The proposition is 
rejected with scorn and indignation. But the Chevalier lays plans by which he 
ultimately prevails. The faithful pair fly to their private lodgings at An- 
gouléme; but here the family emissary penetrates, and, coming at a time when 
the life of the daughter is despaired of by the mother, he induces Madeleine to 
accept the offer of the Duke, for the sake of the child. Great is the despair of 
Belphegor. His son remains faithful to him; but both are in danger of starva- 
tion; for the Duke sends agents, by whom they are dogged from place to place, and 
by various persecutions deprived of the means of gaining their livelihood. In the 
course of his wanderings, however, Belphegor arrives at the Duke's chdteau, near 
Bordeaux, just atthe moment that his Grace’s guests are enjoying a Florentine féte, 
and, being supposed to be one of the masqueraders, addresses them in character, 
and also performs some of his professional tricks, and finally receives money from 
the company, in order tocarry out the supposed assumption to its natural con- 
clusion, In all this he is prompted and assisted by one Nina Flora Aphrodite 
Stiltz (Miss Woolgar), who, like him, has achance introduction into high life as

M. CHARLES GOUNOD'S COMPOSITIONS. 

Mention has been frequently made in the columns of the IntustnaTRD Lon- 
pon News of a new composer, named Gounod, whose opera, “ Sappho,” had 
been accepted at the Grand Opera in Paris, and is nowin preparation. Of the 
antecedents of M. Charles Gounod Uttle ig known; he was % pupil of the 
“Conservatoire,” and studied under Reicha, Lesueur, and Halevy. At the 
age of nineteen he obtained the second grand prize,in 1837. Two years afterwards 
(1839), he gained the first grand prize, and, as a consequence of this distinction, 
Wentto study at the French academy, established in 1666,in Rome, in the interest 
of art. After M. Gounod quited Italy, he travelled in Germany for some years, but 
he never, it appears, rushed into print or made any attempt to have a public per- 
formance of his works. It was Mdme. Viardot Garcia, one of the most con- 
summiate musicians of the age, as well as the great lyric tragedian recognised 
by all the world, who, accidentally hearing M. Gounod’s music, was struck at 
once with its beauty and originality. So thoroughly impressed was this gifted 
singer with the genius of M. Gounod, that she did not hesitate to exercise her 
influence at the Grand Opera, with the direction, and to run the hazard of 
creating & new part in an opera from an untried and totally unknown com- 
poser. An equal degree of temerity has been displayed by Mr. John Hullah, 
who, after having seen the score of some of M. Gounod’s sacred compositions, 
without the slightest personal knowledge of the composer, produced on Wednes- 
day night, at St. Martin’s Hall, at the third of his Monthly Concerts of Ancient 
and Modern Music, four pieces by the French composer. This act of moral as 
well as artistical coura, m the part of Mr. Hullah entitles him to the highest 
praise. ‘There was no invidiousness in the determination ; for, during the series 
of concerts, there are to be new sacred works by Sterndale Bennett, Macfarren, 
and Sir F. G, Ouseley, Bart. 

It may be concluded that the interest created in musical circles by Wednes- 
day's programme was intense. The assemblage of amateurs, tages and 
publishers included many names of note, and the appearance of the composer 
himself (he: having arrived from Paris for the oceasion) added to the 
excitement, There were four compositions in the scheme by M. Gou- 
nod: a chorus; a “Libera me” from a requiem; a motet, “Thou 
wilt content them, 0 Lord,” sung by two choirs without instrumental 
accompaniment; a Sanctus, Hosanna, and Benedictus, for tenor, so- 
chorus, snd orchestra, and organ obligato; and a dramatic 
Peter the Hermit,” sung by Mr, H. Phillips, with semi-chorns, chorus, 
vestra. It may be presumed, that in thus presenting four detached pieces 
from divers works, one following the other without any break, the powers of 
the composer were subjected to the severest test. It must also be stated, that 
the weakness of the stringed Instruments (we mean, of course, numerically 
com) “i with the complement of brass, wood, and percussion) ought 
to be taken into account in the estimation of M. Gounod’s writings ; 
and zealous as were the choristers, the lack of light and shade, and 
of precision and refinement in many portions, were sensibly felt ; but with every 
drawback in the execution, we could not but feel, in listening to the music of 
M. Gounod, that the advent of a master mind must be hailed. The qualities 
which were found thus to class him were—striking originality, without eccentri- 
city; pure and flowing melody, with the ntmost simplicity ; gigantic grandeur 
of conception, with breadth of design and imposing masses of sound ; admirable 
voicing for the singers; massive and rich in harmony, and picturesque in 
orchestration. The dignity of the opening of the “Libera me '—the 
gradual working up of the impressive and imploring accents for Divine merey 
on the tremendous Day of Judgment, and the powerful contrasts between 
voices and orchestra in the word-painting, afforded undeniable evidence 
of the genius of the composer, He has preserved the sacred character of 
the Church modes. Strictly severe in the style, the intéllect is inspired with de- 
votion, but exquisitely melodious ; atthe same time the heart is touched with sym- 
pathy, There is nothing sombre or fantastic: the soul-stirring effects are pro- 
duced by the simplest forms. The Motet is a charming specimen of vocal part 
writing—reminding one of the pecntiar phrases of melody of the old madrigalian. 
writers: it might have been sung more smoothly and steadily. The next piece 
in order of succession, the “ Sanctus,” with tenor solo, so beautifully and unaf- 
fectedly sung by Mr. Lockey, created such a sensation that it was encored ; itis 
a lovely melody; the choral and orchestral parts to it are quite picturesque, and 
the whole is of marked originality. The “* Hosanna” was overpowering with jubi- 
Jant exultation, Nothing could be in finer contrastthan the soprano solo (very 
cleverly sung by Miss. Kearns) in the “ Benedictus.” With the delicate organ 
obligato, this canto fermo told powerfully. On the whole,'the individuality of the 
composer was thoroughly proved by these four works, the least. effective and suc- 
cessful of which was the “Peter the Hermit” scena, the strin, being quite 
unable to compete with the martial brass accompaniments, ie ene 
point about Gounod is, that his music can be traced to no previous models, it is 
essentially his own ; adverse criticism may style this characteristic “affected 
simplicity,” and charge him with the desire to avoid plagiarism, a very odd ob- 
jection assuredly to a composer in this age of imitation and appropriation. But 
the faculty of producing original imagery and novel treatment is assuredly M. 
Gounod’s gift; and, with the possession of such 4 qualification, we shall look for- 
ward with curiosity to his fnture career, 

In addition to the novelties we have referred to, Handel's fourth oboe con- 
certo (the obligato parts excellently played by Messrs. Nicholson and Horton) ; 
the frost scene from Purcell’s * King Arthur,” the solos artistical rendered by 
Miss Kearns and Mr. Phillips; and Mendelssohn's «* Walpurgis were

Taw Cicar Desrroyer.—M. Guerin, the entomologist, so cele- 
brated for his discoveries, has found out a new destructive agent which has ap- 
peared among the cigars in the national manufactory, Everybody has noticed 
cigars with holes in them, which the smoker cannot use because of the air not 
drawing through the whole length. In 1847, M. Guerin Meneville received 
from M. Planche, director of the tobacco factory, a small packet of dry cigars, 
eaten into holes, with a certain number of insects found in these cigars and 
in other tobacco. One insect alone was alive. Some of these insects were 
common to all countries, but some, he could tell at once, were from peculiar 
localities. No cigar smoker, however experienced, could have told the precise 
tobacco of which the were made, but M. Guerin could at once state that 
the cigars came from North America and Cuba. In some he found Xyletine ser- 
ricorne (Xyletinus serricornis), a little insect common to Louisiana ; in the 
others he found the body of a iongicorne, the Elaphidion arrose (Elaphidon irro- 
ratum, Fub,), peculiar to Cuba, and some blattes, or kukerlacs, as well as a scor- 
pion, also peculiar to Cuba. In another Havannah cigar he found a new insect, 
which, like the zyletine, belongs to the family of the terediles of Latreilie, a 
family of insects aecustomed to make holes in wood. M. Guerin has named him 
the Catorama du tabac, from two Greek words signifying to seek below. 
Smokers have not complained of any injurious effects from these animals, and 
yet they are poisonous, in a similar way to the cantharides. But the fire 
purifies all this. M, Guerin is engaged in examining whether some means may 
not be found of destroying them, or of preventing their eating into cigars, of 
which they utterly destroy a large number in the course of the year, to the great 
loss of the administration.—Jonas's British and Advertiser.
